A full realization of tho Import of tills condition lias lattsed the federal 
g o v ern m e n t to turn Its a tte n t io n toward the preservation of this industry 
Tho following excerpts are ta k en from the Agricultural Outlook, the official 


publication of tile United S ta te s departm ent of agriculture: 
" T h r e e distinctive classes of meat animals supply nearly the entire meat 
production of this country. 
T h e s e are cattle, sheep and sxvtDe. 
T h ere has 
been a decided absolute d ecline in the num ber of cattle and a considerable 
decline of sheep, with th e p ro sp ect of continued decline until the sheep Indus 
try r a n be established prim arily on a moat basis with wool as a by product 
Swine have declined during t h e last three years, but still the number is abso­ 
lutely la rger than in 1910, although the per capita number is diminishing 
In view of these circum stances, a sta tem ent of what I# known with regard to 
the production and consum ption of meat iii this country must be of national 
interest. 
T h e highest point reached in num b e rs of cattle on farms other than 
milch cows, was in 1900, w h en th e num be r was over 50,000,000, the number 
declined to 41.178,000 in 1910, and to 35.855,000 in 1914. The consumption d u r ­ 
ing th e past decade shows an Increase of approxim ately two billion pounds 
In th e exhaustion of th e supply of public and railroad lands for grazing 
purposes, lite enc roachm ent of settlers upon th e ranges, the ‘no-fesce law,' 
th e p ractice of dry farming, and the upward movement of tile general price 
level in xvhicb farm animals, products and land moved upward in price In 
g re a te r degree than m ost o th e r products and property did. th e upward 
m o v e m e n t of prices, especially of corn and land, greatly increased the cost 
of m aking beef; and. alth o u g h farmer*, received high prices for beef cattie 
the se prices often brought little or no profit. 
F arm er# have never reg a rd e d themselves as having a mission to supply 
the public w itll beef at a low price. 
They have naturally treated this industry 
purely from an economic viewpoint, ami w henever they have found th a t they 
could m a k e more profit or p reve nt loss by p re m a tu re soiling of cattle, or bv 
selling some of their production stock, or by selling calves, they have done so. 
T h e raising of beef cattle on old-time ranges, on cheap pastures, and on lox*- 
priced corn has ceased, and well-informed men perceive that the raising of 
beef ca ttle must ta* established largely on sew founds*ions
